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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments are not persuasive. 
Applicant refered to paragraphs [0042H0045} and Fig. 7 for supporting the arguments. 

In this regrad, the foregoing paragraphs and drawing do not either explicitly or implicitly teach "cutting ... across the semiconductor 
wafer.... with a plurality of laser beams disposed in a row perpendicular to a direction of mutual travel between the plurality of lasers and 
the semiconductor wafer." 

In particular, the limitation "a direction of mutual travel between the plurality of lasers and the semicondcutor wafer" is not clear to the 
examiner because "mutual travel" inherently means both "the plurality of lasers" and "the semiconductor wafer" are moving towards 
opposite directions to scribe the semconductor wafer into a plurality of pieces. If it were the case, why it would have only "a direction of 
mutual travel." In addition, the specification does not teach that the semiconductor wafer is moving while the lasers are scribing the wafer. 
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
